WHAT IS THE PARENTS’ NATIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL UNION? 


The Parents’ National Educational Union has arisen in 
response to a demand from thoughtful parents. It has grown 
out of their desire to study the laws which govern habit and 
the principles upon which to select ideas that inspire and 
educate ; their desire to know how to deal with hereditary 
tendencies and how to give intelligent supervision and guidance 
to the development of their children’s whole nature, physical, 
mental, moral, and spiritual. 

The rapid accumulation during late years of data bearing 
upon the interaction of body, mind and moral sense, has made 
it needful to reconsider many old established ideas about 
Education. Parents and teachers are now aware that they must 
to some extent neutralize each other’s work and weaken its 
results, unless they take counsel together. 

The Union aims at giving opportunities for the study of 
Educational problems, and a meeting ground for inte rcourse 
between parents, teachers, and all who are mtereste * n 
.ion. Special stress is laid on the use of the 
in its widest sense, not as meaning instruct, on only, the 
development of the whole nature, on the underiying pnnciple 
that “Character is everything.”

12. No opposed business shall be transacted at any 
Meeting of the Executive Committee, unless previous notice 
of such business shall have appeared on the Agenda. 

13. The Executive Committee shall have power to make 
or alter by-laws for the management of the Union, provided 
always that the by-laws be not contrary to the principles, 
objects, or rules, of the Union, as printed and circulated 
in the Annual Report. 

14. The Council shall decide as to what salaried Officer 
or Officers shall be appointed. The appointment and dismissal

shall be in the hands of the Executive.

16. The General Annual Meeting shall be held immediately 
after the Annual Meeting of the Council, for the purpose of 
reading the Report of the past year, and for otherwise promoting 
the interests of the Union. 


17. Ihe Council may be summoned by the President, « 
by the Executive Committee, or by the Secretary on the 
receipt of a requisition in writing from fifty members of the 
Union. Fourteen days’ notice of every Meeting of the Council 
must be given. 

18. No Meeting shall be convened under Clause 17 
unless the notice convening the same express the object for 
which the meeting has been summoned ; and no business, 
other than that specified on the Notice, shall be transacted at 
such Meeting. 

19. At all Meetings, the Chairman ot each Meeting 
shall have a casting vote in addition to his ordinary vote. 

20. No alteration shall be made in the Rules except 
by a two thirds majority of those present at the Annual Meeting 
of the Council, or at a Council-Meeting specially convened 

for that purpose.

GENERAL ANNUAL REPORT, 

May, 1902. 


PHE work of the Union for the last year affords sufficient 
evidence that it has been advancing steadily in the 
direction which has been indicated by its founder, Miss Charlotte 
Mason. It may be a long time before its influence will be fully 
felt, but if each year there is an increase in the number of parents 
who realize its work and principles, as has been the case in the 
year through which we have just passed, the progress must be 
considered satisfactory. The field that parents labour in is a 
large one and their difficulties are many. We are glad to feel 
that our work is helping thousands of parents and teachers 
towards the solution of some at least of these difficulties. 

It is a cheering sign that almost everywhere a broader 
definition of education is being accepted. We are gradually 
enlisting wider sympathy in our teaching that ‘’character 
is everything,” and that by the inspiration of ideas and the 


formation of habits we can best strengthen character. 

Parents are beginning more and more to realize how vastly 
great their part is in this true education. They aie more 
more willing to accept the help, advice and sympathy of other 

workers in the field of education.

Mr. Claude G. Montefiore gave an address on “ Motives,” and 
Lady Aberdeen attended nearly all the proceedings during the 
week. Miss Mason’s paper on “ Education is a Life,” followed 
by various papers from ex-students, opened the Conference, and 
during the week most helpful and inspiring papers were also read 
by Miss Lily H. Montagu on “ Hero-worship as a Factor in 
Education”; Mrs. Clement Parsons, “The Education of an Only 
Child”; Mr. J. H. Badley, “A Father’s Place in Education”; 
Rev. H. Beeching, “Early Religious Training of Children.” 
We have reason to feel that as in former years the success of the 
Conference can hardly be gauged by mere numbers, but that no 
one could have been present without feeling that they had been 

in an atmosphere of ideas and ideals, and ideals in process of 
realization.”

The students have also weekly 
instructions in art, chiefly in Italian, at the house of a friend, and the 
opportunity of seeing reproductions of those pictures and buildings 
described by Mr. Ruskin ; they thus become acquainted, to some extent, 
with his ethical and artistic teaching, and prepared to guide the taste 
of their pupils, and to enjoy foreign travels with perceptive minds, 


VI. The teaching of Voice Production, Singing, and the Piano, on educative 

and intelligent methods. 

VII. Hygiene. The students are examined for the diploma of the National 

Health Society which guarantees such knowledge of Human 
Physiology, Nursing, and u First Aid,” as will fit the holders to take 
intelligent care of children in health and to give intelligent help in 
sickness ; and will also enable them to teach on the lines on which 
they have themselves been taught. The art of taking walks, hockey, 
Ling’s Swedish Drill, and graceful calisthenic exercises with the ball, 
skipping-rope, etc., are amongst the means of health and happiness 
to the use of which the students are trained. 


VIII Arts and Crafts. Prominence is given to manual training both for its 
own sake and as giving a just balance to character, and a variety of 
interests in life. Among the subjects taught are cardboard Sloyd 
(Leipsic and Swedish), bookbinding, woodcarving, Japanese paper- 
folding, basket making, bent iron work, leather and brass work, 
needlework, various lace stitches, knitting and netting. Cooking is 
taught so far as to enable the students to teach their pupils to cook. 

The students are trained to carry their pupils through the progressive 
classes of the Parents' Review School, which includes Latin, Mathematics, 
Literature, History, Geography, etc., in addition to those subjects indicated 
above. 


Special opportunities for literary culture are afforded to the students. 
The training course for certificated teachers occupies Two Years. 


Students are not admitted under eighteen. 

The year is divided into three terms, Spring, Summer, and Winter: 
First, from the middle of January to the middle of April; Second, from the 
middle of April to the middle of July ; Third, from the end of September to 
the middle of December. 


There are three vacations, Winter, Easter and Summer. Part of the 
Summer vacation is spent by the students in Probationary teaching. Students 
can, if necessary, remain up for the Easter vacation. 

Students enter in January.

The Certificate will be awarded only when the student shows herself 
possessed of the— to adapt a phrase — enthusiasm of childhood, which makes 
all work of teaching and training heart-service done to God. 

The interest felt in this movement is widespread, and it is not possible to 
supply the demand for governesses. Earnest and well-bred women who are 
looking out for good work are invited to offer themselves for training. The 
need of devoted co-workers in their labour of love is grievously felt by mothers, 
especially by some of those of the upper classes whose engagements press 
heavily upon them.

Examiner’s Report. November , 1901. 


During the past year no change has taken place in the staff of the House 
of Education, from the members of which I heard extremely interesting 
lessons. 

Miss Stirling gave a lesson on “Sight,” illustrated by dissections, and 
both the arrangement of the subject matter as well as the demonstrations 
were remarkably clear. In addition to acquiring information the students 
witnessed a model of good teaching, which would enable them to impart as 
well as to acquire learning. 

Miss Sumner, who teaches Drawing, gave a lesson on the effect of the 
different materials which the artist uses, contrasting by means of some two 
dozen photographs and engravings the various processes of wood engra\ing, 
etching, engraving on steel, wood carving, carving in stone, water colour, oil 
painting, drawing with pencil and crayon, and charcoal. The lesson was such 
as to help the students to examine works of art with greater pleasure and 
intelligence, as well as to improve them in the art of drawing. It is only half 
the task if children learn to draw without being shown how to ap[ re 
works of art, and the students can learn from Miss Sumner both blanches 
art instruction.

The students will be able to assist children in their play as well as in their 
lessons, and to provide attractive and useful occupations for hours which are 
often spent either in ennui or excessive reading, or even mischief. 

Miss Firth gave the students a lesson in Cookery, which left nothing to 
be desired in aim or method. 

From the students I beard ten lessons which were given to the children in 
the practising school. The lessons were examples of excellent methods ol 
instructing children from the first rudiments to more advanced studies. Much 
attention is paid to the best ways of introducing young children to Reading, 
Arithmetic and Languages. One of the most interesting was a study of local 
Geography, based upon a hand-made map. 

In conclusion, I can assert without hesitation that the spirit and life of 
the House of Education are entirely satisfactory. The students learn how to 
give their lessons in the most interesting ways. All their studies have a 
practical end, namely, to teach with effect, and to fill the days of their 
scholars with sensible, useful and attractive studies and pursuits.

Examiners’ Report, Easter , 1901. 

Whilst there are many papers that maintain their usual high standard, 
and a few show improvement, yet the general result is disappointing compared 
with the better work done at the Christmas examination. In the subjects 
attempted, the matter prepared show's some diminution, and the number of 
subjects omitted is larger than usual. Doubtless this is partly due to the 
many interruptions in the term’s work caused by sickness and other apparently 
unavoidable causes, as reported by the parents. 

No subject calls for special comment. The good and weak points remain 
very much as they were at the previous Christmas examination.

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Examiners’ Report, December, 1901. 

A very satisfactory amount of work has been done in the term and the 
syllabus generally faithfully followed, if the parents’ reports as well as the 
work sent up for examination be taken into account. The number of subject, 
however, submitted to the test of the written examination, shows some 
diminution on previous years. 

The best results have been attained in Bible Lessons, Dictation, Arith- 
metic, Euclid and Tales, all subjects showing about 50 per cent, of papers 
with 90 per cent, or upwards of full marks, and only about 20 to 25 per cent, 
below the average. 

Natural History and Greek History also both show very satisfactory 
work; but English History fails to maintain, for the first time, the high 
standard invariably reached in former examinations. 

Geography and English Grammar are very fairly done. In the latter 
subject there are still few papers that gain full marks, but they are freer from 
glaring errors that point out indifferent teaching. 

In Botany about 33 per cent, gain “ excellent,” and these deserve praise 
both for their subject-matter and the creditable illustrations given with 
answers. About 50 per cent., however, fall below fair. This is a slight 
falling off from last year. 

Latin papers show marked improvement, both in quantity and quality. 

Euclid, although only attempted by few, shows improvement. The 
proofs are distinctly efforts of reasoning rather than of memory. 

Algebra has not been done well. 

Other subjects reach about the usual average standard. J* B. 

Comparatively few German papers have been sent in. The work done 
was on the whole fairly good. A few papers weie good, some below 
average. ^ 

The French papers also were fewer in number, and the work sent in does 
not reach the standard of former years, except in a few cases. ^ ^

Miss Mason, our founder, proposed 
as the central topic of the Conference, “ Education as the 
Science of Relations,” and there was not a paper read during 
the Conference week which did not illustrate one section or 
another of children’s formative relationships. “ A child has 
numberless proclivities towards nature, people, pictures, stories, 
and towards Almighty God. These indicate the attachments or 
relations that belong to him and which his education should P ut 
him in the way of establishing.” With this vital idea animating 
and controlling every address and lecture given, it is no wonder 
that we had never before — and possibly the cause of Education 
had never before enjoyed a Conference so homogeneous and so 
profitable.
